Hore is n pon picture of the palioe
which My, Blaine erected in Washing
ton.

The Blpine mansion is by far thy
largest private house ever creoted in
Washington city, sud has more rooms
thao the British Legation, though not
8o wuch ground is covered as by the
latter. The Blaloe mansgion goes ap a
good deal highor in the air, The sama
architect butlt both.  The ground plan
moensures about sevonty by soventy-
five feet, and the house stands on a
tongae of land bounded by Twenticth
atrevt, ' stroet and  Muossachusetts
| avenue, and faces cast,  There are two

main entrances, one for earringes on
Mussuchusetis avenuo, where Uhore is o
] aivcular drive on the 1ot lending through
{.I porie coshers to Ahe fine stone alair
cnge, and one which gives the interior
view on Twentieth strect.  This is ap
pronched by a grand stone stiirgase
ieading up toa broad platform  of
stone, from which the entrunce door
opens,  Then one sees o baromal hall
fifteen fect wide and forty-five foct i
length, terminating in a haudsome fire
place  and mantel, sbove which = »
plate-glass mirror

The exterior of the mansion is in
striking contrast with all the neighbor-
ing honses.  Built of plain  pressed
brick, the only ornnmentation attempt
i is in variations of the same muterial
in the form of black lines and terra
cotta. ‘The lutter is displayed in origi.
nal design abont the entrance on Twen-
tieth dtreet

At the Massachusetts avenuy en
trance there is erectod the elegant

rte sochers of artistically wronght
iron work. The honse is of three full
gtories, with basement and attie Hoors.
Entering by n  substantial looking
flight of brown stone steps, one reaches
a solid oak double door, enrved elnbo-
ratoly, you with no enperfluons or showy
ornementation. The entranee hall is
in keeping with the promise of the por.
tals. A floor of veregated wood—
cherry, walnut and Georgia pine—sup.
ports magnificiently proportioned oak
pillars of Corinthian model, which in
turn support o ceiling paneled in the
samo  sabstantial materinl,  The walls
are also wainseoted in onk.

To the right i3 the rvoceplionroom,
finished 10 biack walnut, with elabora-
tely carved mantel fHaming, an old
In.ﬁlirmcd looking fire-place, furnished
with andirons and arvustioally molded
hearth, On the left I8 a companion
roor, the parloy, leading to the draw
ing-room and library—all en suite—
finished in Honduras mﬂ.hugauy, the
latter lined bronst high  with  book-
eases covered with carved work,

A butler's pantry boyond the library
opens to the dining-room, with an in-
tervening dembewaiter of the propor.
sions of o moderate-sized elovator, and
running clear te the roof.

The dining-room, with capacity to
seat but aselect  gatheriug, and ob-
vioudly intended for no State oceasions,
is also finished in mahogany. Along
the rear of the house, overlooked by
the windows of the three last named
rooms, 14 a capacions veranda,

All the floors on this level are forwm-
ed of the snme woods as the hall. T'he
doors  are made to slide into  recesses
in the wall, and respond to the touch
of & ohild, g0 well balaneed and adjust-
ad are they. Warpiog and hlm{ing
are ,;_:u-.u'du.[y againsl in their construg-
tom @ each “stile” of the frame is form-
ed of four strips of pine each alternnte
steip reversed, so a8 to react and ab-
dorh within themselves duy variation
from  the true line caused by further
drying of the aircady weil-seasoned

dmber,  Outside of all s o thick ve
peering  of the wood conredponding
with the *Haish” of the respective
rogius,

The windows are glazed with plate
rlasd j the sashies are hung upon patout
copper chains,  Bvery door and win-
dow in the house is connected with an
electric indicator in Mr. Blaine's room,
forming a complete burglar alarm.
Electric bells and speaking tubes tra-
verse  the honse o all directions. A
magnificant ouk-oarved stairway leads
by an easy ascens of seventeen steps,
cight feer wide, to alanding with a
divided short return of six steps. The
upper hall is graced with oak pillars of
as elogant, but less elaborate, design,
as those below.  The principul room on
this floor is Mr. DBlaine's chamber.
From the windows a view of Arling-
ton, Fort Myor and Georgetown  Col-
lege is obtained. Here centre the
oleotric wires which will give unerring
information of any lmproper attempt
to nnter.  Leading from this chamber,
which, as are all on the floor, is finish-
ad in poplar wood, is & bath-room
which, if it does not exeel in eleganco
those of the Romang, certainly eynals
anything of medern model.  Besides
the wost complete appurtances of sani
tary seicnee, made safe from any pos
silnlity of sewer contagion, there is a
hot-air or Turkish bath chamber, Hers
are also the ubiguitons eleatric buttons,
to insure the solitary Lather the sufely
of a prompt call in oase of sudden ill-
ness, or other necessity  for nssistanece.

It has freguently been stutod and re-
stated that James 5, Blaine, although
never receiving  more than $5,000 per
yoar s galary, excupting the short
period when he was Scoretary of State,
during which time his salary was at the
rate of %8,000 per annum, lias accumu
lated great wealth in vast railvoad and
conl miuing interests,  No man worth
loss than $1,000,000 conld afford te
build such a mansion, nor could any
one other than a millionario afford to
live in such s houwse, as it is said that
the running expenses of the mansion
which My, Blaine built for his Wash-
ington home can not e less than 82,-
000 per month, or less than 860 per
day—more in one day thana coal
miner and mechanic makes in 8 month,

UNKXOWN GEMS LYING 1IN TIUE TREASURY
VAULTS AT WASHINGTON,

Few arcaware that in the bond
vaults of the Treasury sre deposited
for safekeoping a large quantity of
disamonds and other precious  stones
which will form the nuecleus of the
crown  jewels when the country be.
comes an empire. These goms all have
histories. ;’\moug them is a bottle
fouror five inches long filled with dia-
monds, and there are many other kinds
of precions stones. Some of them are
set in gold ornaments; intended for per-
sonal wear. The firat  coilection of
which we have any authentic acconnt
has been in the custody of the Trensury
oflicials for over forty-five years. They
were sent to President Vau Buren by
the Tmanm of Oman, whose capital
city of Musoat in Arabia, on the Il’er-
sian Gulf, is the most widely known of
all Arabian cities to outsiders. The
Imaum was the dnde politician of Ara
bia, the boss dandy of all the Bedounin
kin, and having found that Martin Van
Buren was two-fold gharper, keener,
subtler and dandier than he was him-
80lf he sent these diamonds and pearls
to him & tribute to superior genius and
morality. It takes a pretty smart
sconndral to discount an  Arab cut-
throat of the higher classes, but the
Duteh patroon of Kinderhook could do
it, and the Imaum of Oman allowed he
could take the cake—and the diamonds,
too. Bint after be took them he did not
